OPLIN (Mo.) April 15.—An infuri- 
ated mob took a tramp negro from 
the City Jail tonight and hanged 
him to a telegraph pole at the corner 
of Second and Wall streets, two blocks 
from the jail. The negro, who, 
it was subsequenily learned, was 
Thomas Gilyard, had ben charged 
wich having murdered Policeman Les- 
lic. Leslie was shot dead last night 
in the Kansas City Southern Hallway 
yard while endeavoring to arrest sev- 
eral negroes suspected of theft. Leslie 
had ordered the negroes, who had ‘aken 
refuge in a box car, to surrender, and 
when they failed to do tz he ‘red sev- 
eral.shots at the car. During the sb--ot+ 
ing a neg:io slipped from the cer, and 
coming up behind the police’n'n, shot 
him through the head. 

About 3 o'clock this afternoon Lee 
Fullerton, aged 21, located the fugi- 
tive in a slaughterhouse just cast of 
Joplin. The negro was armed with a 
rifle and defied arrest. Fullerton slipped 
into the structure unobserved and crept 
up behind the negro. Suddenly he 
sprang at the unsuspecting fugitive.

The negro then sur- 
rendered his rifle, and, pointing the 
weapon at him. Fullerton marched bm 
out of the building. With the aesist- 
ance of another man the negro was 
brought to Joplin and placed in jail.

It is understood that 
the advance in rates all around is due 
to the increasing demand for products. 
The expected heavy spring trade, it is 
stated, is now beginning to material- 
ize in good proportion, so that there 
no longer exists any particular in- 
centive for rate cutting by different 
refiners in competition for trade. Ar- 
buckle Brothers’ capacity was early 
taxed to its utmost, and they are now 
said to be accepting orders only sub- 
ject to delay on delivery on account of 
their oversold condition. It is author- 
itatively stated that the National Sugar 
Company is also oversold for ten days 
ahead and is no longer accepting or- 
ders under its quoted net price, as was 
the case a few days ago. 

The generally-improved conditions 
have resulted in the reopening of two 
of the refineries of both the American 
and National comp&nies, which have 
been shut down for some time. Author- 
ities in the trade express more op- 
timistic views on the situation than 
— have for some weeks. N

AGUINALDO ORDERED 
DEATH OF GEN. OTIS. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 


ASHINGTON, April 15.—Whlle 
examining papers captured from 
Filipino insurgents, Capt. John M. 

Taylor of the Fourteenth Infantry has 
discovered a remarkable document in- 
dorsed on the back with a direction 
to kill Gen. Otis. That indorsement. 
Capt. Taylor insists, is in the hand- 
writing of Azuinaldo, the insurgent 
chief. The translation of the docu- 
ment is as follows: 

“Our Honorable President: 
signers who subscribe the declaration 
appended by these presents, protest 
against the American proclamation, 
we recognize no authority but that of 
God and the revolution, and we offer 
our lives and property for the inde- 
pendence of our country. 

“Manila, San Miguel, January 12, 1899. 

[Signed] “FELICIANO CRUZ.” 

(Twenty-five signatures follow.) 

On the back ts written in the hand- 
writing of Aguinaldo: “Lebereno Ko- 
tionko, Feliciano de Cruz, to kill Gen. 
Otis. Commissioned.” 

‘Capt. Taylor called the attention of 
the chief of the Bureau of Insular Af- 
fairs to this document in a letter, in 
which he says: 

“The note on the back is in the hand- 
writing of Aguinaldo, a handwriting 
with which I am familiar—one of such 
peculiar mannerisms that it cannot be 
mistaken by one who has seen much of 
it. I have a quantity of holographic. 
letters and notes in my pogrsessiofi#, The 
most cursory comparison between them 
and the handwriting of this note will 
show its identity. 

“On January 4, 1899, a proclamation 
wae issued by Gen. Otis, In which he 
declared the sovereignty of the United 
States over the Philippines. Many 
protesis were drawn up in the Philip- 
pines against this; most of them were

BUSINESS. 


The local clearings yesterday amounted 
to $1,382,491.01, as compared with 777, 
017.96 for the corresponding period of 
last year. 

There was good demand for wheat 
from Chicago shorts, and May closed 
higher at 77% and July at 71%@71"s. 
A decided falling off in the amount of 
business marked the day in the New 
York stock market. There was a stiffen- 
ing of foreign exchange rates. 


OYCOTTERS CHECKED, 

The Appellate Division of the 
Bupreme Court of New York has just 
handed down a decision which 18 
calculated to place something of a 
check upon the operations of boy- 
cotters who for trivial reasons enter 
upon a conspiracy to injure the bus!- 
ness of others. The court's decision 

. declares, in effect, that a labor union 
ie not justified in conspiring to de- 
etroy an employer's business because he 
refuses to recognize the authority of a 
walking delegate, or to treat him with 
deference. 

The case as related in the New York 
Sun is one of especial interest. It is 
that of John Beatty, a master painter, 

‘against David Callanan and Joseph 

E. Healey, president and walking dele- 


} City. The court's decision was unan- 
fimous, the five justices all con- 
‘curring. As summarized by the New 
Tork Sun, the facts of the case were 
as follows: ‘Beatty in the summer 
of 1901 had painting and decorating 
contracts on a building at 987 Fifth 
avenue and on the Church of the New 
Jerusalem on East Thirty-fifth street. 
He was employing union men and 
paying union wages. He had no 
trouble with the union until Healey 
secured an order for some money 
from one of the workmen employed 
Dy Beatty. This man was discharged 
by Beatty before the order was pre- 
sented. Beatty refused to honor the 
order or to recognize Healey, and the 
latter notified the union that he had 


War was on, and within a few weeks 
the union had compelled the con- 
tractors for the two buildings to break 
their contracts with Beatty.” 


A temporary injunction was ob- 
tained by Beatty in the lower court, 
which court vacated the order upon 
a hearing of the case. The Appeilate 
Division restores the injunction, and 
orders a new trial. Justice McLaugh- 
Un. who wrote the opinion, says in 
part: 

“The sole question is whether the 
defendants, because =the plaintiff 
would not in a formal way recognize 
the association, or for an alleged af- 
front to its walking delegate, have 
the right to maliciously cause parties 
who have entered into contracts with 
him to deliberately break them by 
means of threats to cause, or by 
actually causing a strike of all the 
workmen in the employ of such par- 
ties. That they have no such right 
was clearly and unmistakably an- 
nounced on the appeal from the order 
vneating the preliminary injunction. 
the court then saying that the case 


furnished no authority for a resort 
to fraud, intimidation, force or 
thrents.’ 


“This (the breaking of the con- 
tracts.) was done, and in the future 
fa threatened to be done, not because 
the plaintiff refused to employ union 
labor. or to pay union wages, but 
simply because—according to the un- 
contradicted testimony of the ge 
fencant Callanan—the piaintif re. 


of the union or ‘the union in any 
way.’ 

“The methods here employed to 
compe! the plaintiff to accede to the 
demands of the defendants are un- 
just, unreasonable, and such as ‘he 
Jaw does not recognize and will not 
tolerate. As well might the defend- 
ants resort to nhysical force to en- 
force alleged rights or redress real 
or imacinary wrongs, It clearly ap- 
‘pears that they were actuated bv im- 
proper motives and by a malicious 
‘desire to injure the plaintiff. And 
being so, the plaintiff? was en- 
titled to relief, within all the author- 
ies to which our attention has been 
called. 
rde judement annesied from mus! 
jhe reversed and a new ¢rial ordere’ 
, There eis talk that the case may be 
taken to the Court of Appeals (which 
in the State of New York is the high- 
‘est court) and the opinion is freely 
fexpressed that that court will sustain 
the decision of the Appellate Division 
‘of the Supreme Court. The latter 
ems to be good common sense, and 
it ought to be good law. There can 
the no warrant. in justice, for a labor 
union, or any other association of 
men. to conspire for the ruin of the 
Dusiness of those upon whom they 
gee fit to visit their displeasure. The 
moyeott has been declared {legal by 
the courts in many cases, and wi!! no 
Goubt be outlawed altogether in due 
course of time, as it is brought more 
and more fully to the test of judicial 


cratic, and brutal in the extreme, and 
it will not long be tolerated in a land 
supposedly free. 

It is probable that the plaintiff in 
the above-mentioned case will bring 
a suit for damages against the Amal- 
gamated Painters’ and Decorators’ 
Union. There is little doubt that he 
can secure a verdict for heavy dam- 
ages, for it appears from the evidence 
adduced at the kearing in the lower 
court that his business was seriously 
injured through the malicious persecu- 
tion of the organized gang of black- 
mailers and boycotters. A way has 
been found in Rutland, Vt., to col- 
lect judgments against conspirators 
of this breed; and no doubt the law 
(before which every man is or should 
be equal) will open the way, in due 
time, to enforce the responsibility of 
all who wantonly injure or attempt 
to injure the business of others. 


ASY DUPES. 

A few days ago it was announced 
that the police of Chicago had raided 
the office of another “get rich quick” 
company. Its scheme was to sell 
mining stock, on installments of one 
dollar a month, the stock to be de- 
Uvered after a hundred dollars a 
share had been paid in. This would 
give the swindlers plenty of time 
to get away with the boodle. They 
are said to have taken in over a mil- 
lion dollars during their brief period 
of activity. 

Commenting on the facility with 
which physicians are induced to In- 
vest in dubious enterprises, the Journal 
of the American Medical Association 


says: 
“If Simeon Teluya, of. the Province 
of Moncostenango, in Guatemala, 


were to write to a thousand physi- 
clans, and ask each one of them to 
lend him a hundred dollars, it is very 
improbable that he would receive 
favorable answers to his request; at 
any rate before loaning the $100 to 
a man unknown to him and living so 
| far away inquiry would first be made 
as to the reliability of the man and 
the security of such a loan. But let 
Simeon Teluya stake out a few acres 
of Guatemala highlands. or marsh. 
and, with the help of an enterpris- 
ing American promoter who has a 
couple of hundred dollars with which 
to begin a new scheme, organize a 
company with $3,000,000 capital. a- 
vertise broadcast that rubber trees 
which have been planted are rapidly 
developing, and that meanwhile the 
yield of coffee will speedily make 
dividends possible, send printed pros- 
pectuses to physicians stating that 
this month is the last opportunity 
to secure “treasury stock” and that 
next month the price of each share 
will be doubled, and it is surprising 
how many conservative men, without 
Investigating in the slightest way 
Simeon or his plantation will mall 
their checks for the stock.” — 


These are sensible remarks, and are 
applicable not only to physicians, but 
to all sorts and conditions of men. 
The American who 1s anxious to get 
rich in a hurry isn easy dupe for 
the enterprising ence man. 


HE EDISON STORAGE BATTERY. 
Thomas A. Edison’s new storage 
battery, for which the great inventor 
has promised so much, has not yet 
been placed upon the market com- 
merejally. Mr. Edison announced, 
something like a year or two ago, 
that his battery had been practically 
perfected, and that it would be on 
sale within six months. The public, 
from one end of thé country to the 
other, and throughout the world, 
have waited patientiy for the appear- 
ance of the wonderful new battery 
which was to bring the price of 
automobiles down so low that every- 
body could buy them. Naturally, 
there has been much disappointment 
at the delay, and explanations of it 
have been looked for with consider- 
able eagerness. 

The Horseless Age—a periodical 
devoted principally to the automobile 
and automobiling topics, in its issue 
of April 8, explains in part the de- 
lay In bringing out the Edison stor- 
age battery. The article states that 
some new difficulties have been en- 
countered in the development of the 
cell, and that Mr. Edison has taken 
out several new patents intended to 
meet these difficulties. It appears, 
however—according to the Horseless 
Age—that the new battery is still 
very far from perfection. The ex- 
planations given by that journal are 
rather obscure, but as they are about 
the only comments on the subject 
which have appeared in print lately. 
they are worth quoting in part. The 
Horseless Age says: 

In the first place, the nominal 
capacity has been reduced from that 
given in the first description of the 
new cell by r. Kennelly before the 
American Instuute of Electrical En- 
gineers about two years ago, and with 
the present rating the Edison battery 
is hardly equal to the best lead bat- 
tertes as regards specific capacity. As 
the amount of energy which a certain 
quantity of the active material is

capabie of storing is invariable, it 


of the walls of the sheet steel pockets 
which retain the active material. This 
necessitated a greater space between 
adjacent plates, which space had to 
be filled with electrolyte, thus adding 
to the weight. Possibly the same ac- 
tion necessitated heavier retaining 
walls. The present invention aims 
to overcome this difficulty, but it evi- 
dently accomplishes the object only 
in part, for, although it may not be 
necessary to space the plates as 
widely with concave pocket walls as 
with straight walls. the concave 
walled pockets will hold less active 
material, which would seem to reduce 
the capacity. | 

“The subject of the other patent is 
a new admixture of conducting ma- 
terial for the active material. 
Originally fine flake graphite was 
used for this purpose. It is 
now propos to mix the finely 
divided iron with mercury and copper, 
which is claimed to have the same ef- 
fect on the conductivity of the ac- 
tive materia) as the graphite, and in 
addition keeps up the voltage toward 
the end of the discharge.” 


There has been some talk at New 
Orleans before the National Assocta- 
tion of Manufacturers, within the last 
day or two, that the country ought to 
listen to if it doesn't want to see pros- 
perity destroyed in the land and a 
reign of poverty Inaugurated in its 
stead. Unless the malcontents and 
mischief-breeders who masquerade in 
the disguise of labor are brought up 
with a round turn the supremacy of 
the United States in commerce, devel- 
opment and progress will be brought to 
an even more sudden finish. President 
Parry spoke brave, strong. true and 
fitting words to the members of the 
organization referred to, and, through 
the press, to the country in general: 
and they were words not spoken an 
hour too soon. This journal has been 
preaching the same doctrine for years— 
the doctrine of industrial liberty and 
the right of men to work without hin- 
drance from their fellow-men; and if 
that right be not established and main- 
tained then our freedom is a mockery 
and justice in America is not.

This is 
the real solution of the difficulty. in 
China as elsewhere, and doubtlesss the 
pioneers will have to pass through the 
same stages of social ostracism as did 
the strong-minded and enlightened 
persons in India who ran the cam- 
paign fer the remarriage of infant- 
widows—of girls, that is, who. having 
been betrothed when they were babies, 
or even before they were born, were 
bereaved of their lords and masters 
while still mere children. and who, un- 
der the interpretation of Manu's law. 
were held to be widows, deprived of the 
right of remarfiage and doomed to per- 
petual . servitude, privation and hard- 
ship.--[Harper’s Weekly.

Heads of Depaztments Should 
Select the Men for the 
Minor O}/fices.

WASHINGTON, April 9.— Uncle 
Joe“ Sibley of Pennsylvania has some 
original ideas on the distribution of 
patronage which, he believes, if strict- 
ly followed, would relieve two of the 
greatest officers in the United States 
of their onerous burdens without, in 
effect, depriving them of a jot or tit- 
tle of their importance or power—the 
offices being those of President of the 
United States and the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. Behind the 
smooth and smiling countenance of 
Representative Sibley are concealed a 
political astuteness which equais his 
abilitY as a financier: a faculty for 
weighing and gauging men and mat- 
ters and a love of humanity in gen- 
eral which is scarcely surpassed by his 
love of horsefiesh and the good things 
of this worid. 

“The Presidency of the United 
States,” said Mr. Sibley, yesterday 
“should be shorn of its terrors. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt is just at the age where 
he can thoroughly enjoy, if such a 
term is appropriate, being President. 
But even he, aithough he devotes con- 
siderable time to exercise and recre- 
ation, is hampered by the same burden 
which has dragged down all executives 
and sapped their vitality, especially in 
the last forty years. I refer to that 
hydra-headed dragon known as the 
pea — As a common-sense prop- 
osition, why should the President be 
co lied to select men for minor of- 
fice The United States is such a 
great nation that it should be run on 
i strictly business principles the same 
as any other corporation. Who, for 
instance, would approach the president 
of a large railroad corporation with 
an application for the post of train 
master, or station master, or section 
foreman, or — or any other 
position of a similar character? And 
yet that is almost precisely what be- 
curs every day with the President of 
the United States. If I were President, 
I would put in force a sort of civil 
service of my own. When I came to 
make u 
gether t men whom I considered the 
ablest in my party to fill the positions 
to which I had assigned them. I would 
then say: ‘Gentlemen, appoint to the 
subordinate positions those men in 
whom you have the most confidence, 
and hold them responsible for the men 
whom they in turn will appoint and I 
will hold you equally responsible for 
the men whom you appoint.’ 

“Then you see,” continued “Uncle 
Joe.” “when a Senator or member of 
Congress would come to me in behalf 
of some man whom he wanted ap- 
pointed to the Treasury Departfnent, 
I could say to him: My dear Senator, 
nothing would give me more pleasure 
than to oblige you, but as I am hold- 
ing Secretary Shaw to the strictest ac- 
countability for the personnel of his 
department, I am morally bound to 
make no appointments except on his 
recommendation, and you will have to 
see Secretary Shaw.’ It would not be 
very long before the Senators and 
members and others seeking official po- 
sitions for themselves and their con- 
stituents would understand that the 
place to seek office was from the head 
of the department under which the of- 
fice came, and thus the great labor of 
making the thousands of appointments 
which are made by each President, 
would be transferred from the should- 
ers of the President to those of the 
members of the Cabinet. The Presi- 
dent would then be left time to de- 
vote himself to larger questions of in- 
ternal and internatio@al policy, and 
the President would be more than 
ever an Executive. 

“Of course,“ he continued, somewhat 
whimsically, “this would not neces- 
sarily deprive the President of all ‘say’ 
in the matter of appointments. For 
should it so happen that the Presi- 
dent had someone in particular whom 
he wished to be appointed to a cer- 
tain position, he could drop a little 
note to that effect to the Secretary of 
the Treasury or to whatever other of- 
ficial he desired, to the effect that he 
would like to have Mr. Sp and So ap- 
pointed, and I have little doubt that 
his wishes would be respected. 

“J do not think, however, that such 
es state of affairs will ever be inaug- 
urated by a President during his first 
term, but in the second term of some 
President it will come some day that 
the President will no longer permit 
himself to be annoyed with aplications 
for office, but will turn all such busi- 
ness over to heads of the departments, 
where, in my opinion, it properly be- 
longs. And it may come in the first 
term of some President, I believe that 
such a system would secure the ap- 


pointment of the most capable men 
avallable, for each person charged 
with the duty of maki appointments 


would make it a point of pride to have 
all his eappointments of a first class 
character, and the administration 
would thus be stronger than otherwise. 
would be the case, and the President 
could properly ask an endorsement of 
the people through the medium of a 
reélection. 

Much has been said.“ continued Mr. 
Sibley, “concerning the arduous du- 
ties of the Speaker of the House, and 
yet the fact that these duties are -s 
burdensome is largely the fault of the 
Speaker. When, Mr. Henderson was 
Speaker he considered it his duty to 
personally examine every bill, with the 
exception of appropriation bills and 
other privileged bills which came be- 
fore the House, as he thought he would 
be held personally responsible for aii 
— legisiation enacted by that 

y. Consequently there were many 
heartburnings and hareh words used 
in connection with his course, which 
was denounced as tyrannical in the 
extreme. 1 suggest that if the Speaker 
wishes to avoid placing himself in a 
position where he will be regarded as 
a Czar he should select a steering cont 
mittee of from ten to fifteen of the 
most prominent members of his party, 
who would pass upon the bills to come 
before the House. In this manner the 
responsibility would be shifted from 
the Speaker to the steering committee, 
and any complaints of unfair treat- 
ment would He against the steering 
committeee instead of the Speaker. 
At the same time he could be sure his 
wishes would be respected. for he 
would have the appointing of the 
steering committee and would, of 
course, retain all of his other proper 
functions as a Speaker.“

SAME DIRECTORATE.

Temperance Organization Objects to 
Lagomarsino as a Worker for Women’s 
Clubhouse Association and There’s a 


Big Stir Being Made. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. 

VENTURA, April 15.—The W.C.T.U. 
of this town and county is shaken from 
center to circumference over develop- 
ments which have grown out of the 
Ventura Women's Ciubhouse Associa- 


tion, incorporated to build in this city 


a clubhouse for women, a boys’ gym- 
nasium and an operahouse or audi- 
torium. The trouble is that a prom- 
inent wholesale liquor dealer and 
owner of many saloons in the county, 
John Lagomarsino, has been put upon 
the directorate of the clubhouse asso- 
ciation, on which are the names of 
several well-known women and inen, 
including Mrs. Mary Starkweather, 
who is a prominent member of the local 
W.C.T.U. 

When the w n inaugurated the 
enterprise of a clubhouse, they thought 
it would be an excellent plan to have 
a boys’ club and an auditorium. 
Lagomarsino is the owner of the only 
public hall which the town affords, 
but it was in such indifferent condi- 
tion that he had begun arrangements 
to rebuild. He was willing to stand 
aside for the clubhouse women, and 
further was willing to turn his plans 
over to them. He asked nothing in re- 
turn, but they made him a director to 
get his aid in their enterprise and the 
benefit of his business ability. 

All went well enough until the presi- 
dent of the local W.C.T.U. was asked 
to Mlow her name to be used as a d- 

‘tor. She is Mrs. Dr. Love. She 
said she would like to do ali in her 
power to aid, but that in her position 
she could not so long as a saloon man 
was on the directorate. Then Mra. 
Starkweather was asked and con- 
sented to the use of her name. 

Since that time the mutterings of 
an approaching storm have been heard 
in temperance circles. It broke out 
with flerceness at the regular meet- 
ing of the W.C.T.U., when Mrs. Stark- 
weather was called upon to explain her 
position. She stated that she under- 
stood that the party objected to had 
but one vote in the association, and 
that if the W. C. T. U. did not want him 
as a director, as interested parties 
they could vote him out, especially 
since there were 500 members of the 
union to one objectionable person.

T.U. will take cognizance of the condi- 
tien of affairs.

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


GOOD WIND FOR SUMMERLAND. 


[SVECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

SANTA BARBARA, April 15.—The 
business distri¢t of Summerland, six 
miles south of this city, narrowly es- 
caped total destruction by fre at noon 
today. Three of the best business 
buildings in the town are in ruins, 
and others were damaged. A high 
wind was blowing when the fire broke 
out, but it chanced to turn just at the 
time when ſt appeared that there was 
no hope for the business district, and 
that the fire would reach the oil wells, 
of whieh’ there are between six and 
seven hundred. There is no fire ap- 
paratus in the town, aside from an ir- 
regularly-drilled bucket brigade, and 
the flames held full sway until the 
veering wind reduced the buildings to 
embers. The buildings that were to- 
tally destroyed were those of William 
Wale, who. conducted a general mer- 
chandise and furniture store; Walter 
Ferrier's meat market and the build- 
ing owned by A. B. Sutton. The to- 
tal loss is estimated at about $7000, 
Wale being the heaviest loser. He cas- 
ried insurance in the sum of $3000, the 
other property being uninsured. The 
fire started in the upper story of the 
Wale building, at a point where a 
gasoline. stove was located. Fire 
broke out in the same building sev- 
eral months ago. 

DIDN'T STRIKE. 

The report that has been in circula- 
tion during the past two days, to the 
fleet that there would be a general 
strike among those engaged in the 
building trades, to take effect this 
morning, was either untrue or those 
connected with the local unions have 
changed their minds as to the advisa- 
bility of such a course. The former 
theory is quite generally accepted. 
Every line of trade in the city has 
been unionized within the past year, 
and at times there have been reports 


of prospective strikes, but none have 


developed, with the exception of a few 
minor instances, in which single build- 
ings were involved. Of late there 
have been dissentions among the mem- 
bers of the Teamsters“ Unlon. how- 
ever, and a number of the men with- 
drew. During the past few days 
Thomas NRon, manager for the Union 
Milling Company's planing mill, has 
been employing the secessionist team- 
sters to haul to places where buildings 
were being constructed, lumber which 
union carpenters refused to handle, and 
it was found necessary to send the 
lumber back to the mill. As a result 
of this action on the part of the union 
men, a well-defined movement is on 
foot among the lumber dealers of 
Santa Barbara to enter into an agree- 
ment to resist absurd and unreason- 
able demands = en the part of the 
unions, their principal objection being 
based upon discrimination against non- 
union men. It is said that many of 
those engaged in other lines of the 
bulldine supply business will soon en- 
ter the combine. 
A FRESNO PROJECT. 

S. N. Griffith of Fresno, who is at 
the head of the street-car system and 
other enterprises in the raisin city, is 
in Santa Barbara, conferring with 


eastern capitalists, whom he hopes ta 


induce to invest in a railroad projeét 
which will connect the city of Fresno 
with the Kings River country, several 
inves thet city. The ob- 
ject In view is to tap a territory 
which possesses a comparatively inex- 
haustible supply of timber, the road 
to connect with the broad-gauge street- 
ear line, over which trains may reach 
general points of shipment in that lo- 
eality. Mr. Griffith admitted the ob- 
ject of his visit, but declined to dis- 
cuss the matter, further than to Say 
that the deal had not yet been closed, 
and that he would make another trip 
to Santa Barbara within a few days.

issuing forty-year school bonds to the 
amount of $30,000, for the purchase of 
grounds and erection of a suitable 
school building.

Sheriff T. W. Broadnax of San Diego 
county arrived in the city on the South- 
ern Pacific from Yuma yesterday fore- 
noon and left in the afternoon for San 
Diego. With him were W. H. Trotter, 


City Marshal of Oceanside, and W. R. 
Andrews, Deputy District Atforney of 


a mission of inquiry inte the 
race war in Picacho, San Diego county, 
whites against Mexicans, the killing of 
two men and the wounding of another. 

The officers went to the bottom of 
the causes of the riot and ascertained 
that extradition proceedings will be 
necessary. The principal criminals, 
Lopez and Indio, have undoubtedly 
succeeded in hiding themselves in 
Mexico. The Mexican authorities will, 
be asked to assist in capturing them. 
The villains got out of town by the 
aid of a public subscription of $100 
raised for them in their lawless com- 
munity. 

A dispatch in The Times from Yuma 
Monday morning gave a brief account 
of the affray. It was interesting, but 
the new sidelights have more pic-.

Picacho is a mining camp forty miles 
up the Colorado River from Yuma. 
There are big gold properties there, 
noted all over the world for their rich- 

. In Picacho there are about 
— Mexicans and twenty white 
men. There is plenty of money flow- 
ing around in camp and lots of bad 
whisky. The means of circulation are 
poker games, faro banks and saloons. 

Last Saturday morning Billy Heran, 
Constable of Picacho, was cleaning his 
gun in Billy Horan’s saloon. (It would 
seem at this distan@e as though Billy 
had a monopoly on the town.) He 
didn't know that his gun was toaded,

But 
almost as quickly as it could be told 
Raphael Lopez, a hum, but no rela- 
tive of the slain man, jumped on 4 
horse and started down the road in 
pursuit of Burke. 

Lopez headed Burke off and the Dep- 
uty Constable drew his revolver. Lopez 


his horse as though he were going to 
return to town. At this Burke started 
on, and as he did so Lopez shot him 
in the back of the head, killing him 
instantly. 

As for Burke, said the Sheriff yes- 
terday, he was considered something of 
“a bad man even for the town of F- 
cacho. Burke, during his eventful Ute, 
in which he was deputy sheriff, Cliy 
Marshal and Constable at Hedges. con- 
verted eleven men into corpses. Judge 
Andrews stated that he was acquitted 
ever one of the charges of murder 
and manslaughter brought against him, 
but that in the killing of Lopez he was 
undoubtedly guilty of manslaughter, as 
the shooting was entirely unprovoked. 

An hour efter the murder of Burke. 
Raphel Lopez and Indio were mounted 
on. the best horses in camp and were 
well on their way for the Mexican bor- 
der. During that hour the camp was 
in control of the lawless band, and the 
whltes were powerless. With all 
branches of the law in ter hands they 
could take no steps toward the pursuit 
of the fugitives. And this is where the 
story becomes most interesting. 

PASSED CONTRIBUTION BOX. 

Jmmediately after Lonez had killed 
Burke the mob of Mexicans realized 
what their comrades had done. Lopez 
and “Indio” were trembling with Sones 
they wished to vamose, muy pronto. 
Their only refuge, they knew, was 
across into Mexico, but that was A long 
way off and they had no money and 
no horses. Lopez was on a borrowed 
animel. So the leaders of the mob got 
their heads together and decided to 
take up a collection and also to check 
pursuit of the desperadoes by force.

CHARGED WITH MURDER. 


Coroner’s Jury Holds that Juan Acuna 
Was Fatally Shot by Juan Sesmas 
During a Fight near Monrovia. 

The Coroner held an inquest yester. | 
day morning on the body of Juan 
Acuna, the Mexican who died at the’ 
County Hospital Monday from the ef- 
fects of a gunshot wound through the 
abdomen, received Saturday evening | 
near his home between Monrovia and | 
Arcadia. The verdict of the jury was 
to the effect that the wound was tn- 
flicted by Juan Sesmas, and that the! 
latter, was guilty of murder. 

Sesmas has been in the County Jail 
ever since the night of the shooting, . 
and he attended the inquest, but re- 
fused to make a statement. Some ot 
the evidence tended to show that tn 
shooting Acuna, he had acted in self- 
defense. Several of the witnesses testi- . 
ned that Acuna attacked Sesmas and 
struck him on the head with a bottle, ; 
Sesmas then retreated to the roadway 
and Acuna followed, but was warned toe 
keop back. As he still advanced with 
the bottle upraised, Sesrnas fired, and 
Acuna fell. 

Uther witnesses testified that two 
boys were fighting and that Acuna + 
went to separate them, when Sesmas * 
interfered and was struck by Acuna. |

WASHING THE EYES. 

The proper way to wash the eyes is 
with a soft cloth, dipped in warm wa- 
ter.

For this purpose there 
come eyeglasses or ecye-baths. Into 
one of these may be put a weak solu- 
tion of beracic acid.
